The Funeral Has Been Fixed For Wed¬ 
nesday—Mrs. Krupp Was Brought 
From Jena-to Essen In a

Berlin. Nov. 2« — Herr Krupp. thh 
•rest Rimmaker and the wealthiest 
man in Germany, died suddenly from 
apoplexy Saturday at his villa In line.- 

gne| 

Moderate estimatea of the fortun* 
of ehn deceased place It at UJSuixmsmi, 
and hi* annual income during his re¬ 
cent year* of prosperity at *H>.nnOoon. 

The first assumption that Herr 
Krupp committed suicide in yielding 
to precise and abundant testimony *n 
th* contrary Prof Ainswanger. a phy¬ 
sician of the highest reputation, waa 
In the apartment adjoining Iferr 
Krupp* sleeping room when he »a* 
stricken on Saturday morning and ftr. 
Pahl. Herr Krupp'* family doctor, also 
was In the house They summoned 
several other physician* and it t* re 
garded a* being beyond belief that all 
of them ahould hare lonntved at * 
concealment of the cause of death 
which they ascribed to a stroke of 
apoplexy Induced they add unofficial¬ 
ly. by mental excitement from whb h 
Herr Krupp was suffering. 

Herr Krupp* medical history for 
several years past Indicates that he 
was In delicate health He was asth¬ 
matic. had a »e*k heart and was sub¬ 
ject to fainting spells He fell to th» 
ground unconscious while tn Genoa 
several years ago and again while at 
dinner at a hotel here 1R months ago 
He had been warned to avoid over fr 
Ugue and worry He was at Hamburs 
Thursday last and at the Hamburger 
Hof it was observed that he was tn a 
highly nervous condition, and scarcely 
In control of himself His condition 
accounted for the presence of two phy¬ 
sicians In the bouse at the time of h i 
death one of them being Prof Bina 
wanger 

Mrs. Krupp was sent for from lena, 
She is suffering from a nervous mal¬ 
ady. hut wa> brought to Essen In i 
spei ia! train arriving there Sunday 
morning. The funeral ha* been flied 
for Wednesday chancellor von Hue 
low all the ministers »nd a great num¬ 
ber of other oflb iat« following the ex¬ 
ample of the emperor, have teiegrapn- 
ed their roodolenre* to the widow 

Herr Krupp s father started 'he eye 
tem of modern dwellings for the work 
lug man as a matter of exped enry 
and Herr Krupp himself appears to 
have developed taem from ■ onvl.-tion 
and In accordance with bis ideal* H* 
owned 5 469 dwellings, eaih to what 
ever group It belonged, being <vm- 
itrueted with variations tn the archi¬ 
tecture to avoid monotony Each 
bouse bad a front yard in which wee* 
hits of ornamental gardening, the out¬ 
side rolortng and the interior decor-t. 
fion gave a certain aesthetic unity 
while there was plenty of space an I 
light. 

Herr Krupp bad also a variety ol 
institution*, some of them rather -dp 
gular. such a* "Bachelors' homes" ao-l 
Widowers' retreat* * Beside* ronv v 
Imceat h'ispitaJs and orphanage« ha 
had a pension fund for his employes 
amounting to fit lK/hMt. He contrib¬ 
ute.! last year a* required by law 
JIT!A*» to the national insurance 
fun*! and gave voluntarily (4 Ofio.uoo to 
other insurance funds Notwithstan I- 
log his benevolent Interests he was aa 
autocrat In the management of hit 
•oncerns

PEACE IS RESTORED. 

The Long Revolution In Coiombja Is 
About Ended. 

Panama. Nov 22 -Consul General 
Gwlger landed from the Wisconsin at 
I o'ebick Friday afternoon bringing 
the new* that a treaty of peaic has 
been signed Friday afternoon by the 
revolutionary general. Herrera, and 
the government commissioners. 

The principal points tn the treaty 
of peace. w!tich has now been rdgned 
by Minister of State P.-rdomo. sped 
flew that Gen Herrera shall hand over 
to the government the entire revutn- 
tlonary fi.-<-t consisting of the gun 
boats Padilla. Darien. Gaeten and Hoy 
ara. V! the war elements of the m 
surgent art*** ,n the province* of 
Canra and Panama and the arms and 
ammunition captured at Agua Du ice 
are also to he surrendered The gov¬ 
ernment win pay the sum necessary to 
return the soldiers of the revolution 
to their homes 

Once pence ha* he.-n deelar'-d, l te 
Colombian congress will decide re 
gacding ihe laws for Ihe Panama canai 
and the elections, and also the paper 
money qne*ttc>n a* this Is the wish 
of the president and of ihe whole na 
tion.
